Greensboro, N. C., April 3.—At the 
annual banquet of the Merchants and 
Manufacturers Club tonight, W. W. Fin- 
ley, president of the Southern railway, 
responded to the toast, “North Carolina 
and Its Relations to the Railroaq Prob- 
lem.’ He said: 

“The interests of a railway, and of 
the people dependent on it for trans- 
portation, are so completely identical 
that I have no hesitation in saying that 
every legislative proposition that is ini- 
mical to the railroads will be found, 
on careful examination, to be equally 
inimical, in ‘its ultimate effects, to the 
interests of the people of the territories 
served by their lines.’’ 

Mr. Finley said that, while the cap- 
italization of each railroad must be 
considered on its merits, he was con- 
vinced that there was serious popular 
error in the suppostiion that there is 
anv considerable overcapitalization of 
railroads in the United States. 

“Leaving aside the question as_ to 
whether the railroads of this country are 
overcapitalized, I wish to say to you 
that the idea tha; railroads are con- 
irolied by capitalization is entirely with- 
out justification. Capitalization may af- 
fect the intrinsic value of a company’s 
securities, and thus affect the investing 
public; it cannot cofitrol q carrier’s rates 
and hence cannot affect the shipping 
public.”’ 

He supported this statement by 
quotations from President Hadley, of 
Yale, and from Chairman Knapp, of the 
interstate commerce commission. 

Mr. Finley gave examples of the com- 
petition of producing localities; of mar- 
kets, of carriers, and of commodities, 
to show that railway charges are the 
outgrowth of economic laws and com- 
mercial conditions. 

Roads Powerless to Fix Rates. 

“NO rate,” he said, ‘‘can ever, with 
proper consideration for the business of 
the country or of the carriers, be made 
independentiv of these economic inter- 
esta--dv legislation arbitrarily fixing 
Tate, and not by capitalization of 
carrier likewise arbitrarily fixing 
rate. In a broad sense, therefore, 
management of a railroad is a eiaane| 
to fix its rates. It must accept the’ 
rates that ave the resultant of economic | 
and commercial forces, which are

Expert Employed by Com- 
mission Came to Office 
Unannounced, 


W. O. Jackson, chief inspector of 
railways of the Ohio state railroad 
commission, arrived in Atlanta yester- 
day morning, and under direction of 
the Georgia railroad commission will 
begin today the much talked of in- 
spection of the properties of the Geor- 
gia Railroa«w and Banking Company. 

Mr. Jackson, accompanied by Raili- 
read Commissioner 0. 5B. Stevens, 
General Superintendent W. S. Brand, 
and Roadmaster Robinson, of the 
Georgia railroad, and Bowdre Phinizy. 
of Augusta, if he desires to accompany) 
the party, will leave Atlanta at 7:30 
o clock, following the regular passen- 
ger train, a special car and engine 
being furnished for the purpose by 
the railroad company. This special 
will be absolutely at the command of 
Mr, Jackson ana will make such stops 
as he directs. Mr. Phinizy, by whom 
the complaint against the road was 
made. charging that it was unsafe for 
travel, was notified that the inspection 
would begin and invited to join the 
party. ' 

This inspection will probably occupy 
about a week and, it is stated, it will 
be a thorough one. Mr. Jackson him- 
self insisted on the members of tlie 
commission, or at least one of them, 
accompanying him on this work. 

Announcement was not made of the 
selection of Mr. Jackson to make this 
inspection owing to the fact that it
